FOREWORD 

Following  the  19^7  legislative  session  the  State  Department 
of  Social  Security  made  a  compilatioH  of  the  1933 ^  1935.  and  1937 
Legislation  dealing  with  the  Social  Security  programs. 

The  changes  in  these  programs vhich  were  made  "by  the  1959 
Legislature  make  it  necessary  to  revise  the  earlier  compilation.  In 
this  revised  pamphlet  there  will  he  found  the  laws  dealing  with  the 
administration  of  public  assistance  in  the  State  of  Washington  and  with 
the  respective  duties  of  state  and  local  government  in  bringing  the 
services  of  the  Social  Security  program  to  the  people  of  this  state. 

'ncipal  changes  in  the  legl.clation  involve  the  repeal  of 
Chapter  l80,  Laws  of  1937  and  the  enactment  of  Chapter  2l6,  Laws  of 
1939,  defining  the  responsibilities  of  county  and  state  governments 
for  public  assistance  and  clarifying  need,  eligibility,  and  resources 
in  the  determination  of  public  assistance.

DEPARTMENT    OF    SOCIAL  SECUr<ITY 


AN  ACT  creating  the  atate  department  of  social  security  and  several  divisions 
.  thereof,  providing  for  the  appointment  of  officers  to  administer  such  de- 
partment and  divisions  and  prescribing  their  powers  and  duties,  abolishing 
;    the  department  of  public  welfare  and  divisions  thereof,  providing  for  the 
transfer  of  property  and  business  of  such  department  to  the  department  of 
social  security  and  declaring  that  the  act  shall  take  effect  April  1,  1957 

Be  it  enacted  "^7  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Washington: 

SECTION  1.     There  is  hereby  created  a  department  of  the  state  government 
which  shall  be  known  as  the  department  of  social  security.     The  chief  executive 
officer  thereof,  who  shall  be  designated  the  director  of  social  security,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  hold 
office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  governor.     If  the  Senate  be  not  in  session  when 
this  act  takes  effect  or  if  a  vacancy  occur  while  the  Senate  is  not  in  session, 
the  governor  shall  a  temporary  appointment  until  the  next  meeting  of  the 

Senate,  when  he  shall  present  to  the  Senate  his  nomination  for  the  office. 


SEC.  2.    The  department  of  social  security  shall  be  organized  into  and  con- 
sist of  four  divisions  to  be  designated,  respectively,  (l)  the_  division  of  public 
assistance,  (2)  the  division  of  old-age  assistance,  (3)  the  division  for  children 
and,  (k)  the  division  for  the  blind. 

SEC.  3'    The  director  of  social  security  shall  have  general  charge  and 
supervision  of  the  department  of  social  security  and .shall  have  power  to  employ 
such  clerical  and  other  office  personnel  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  general  ad- 
ministration of  the  department.  ■; 

SEC  h.     The  director  of  social  security  shall  appoint  and -deputize  four 
assistant  directors  to  be  designated,  respectively ,  the ■ supervisor  of  public 
assistance,  the  supervisor  of  old-age  r.sslstano.  ,  th..  sup  r 'iaor  of  ch."v:'  i;  •■':nd 
the  supervise-,   -^f  the  blind,  who  shall  have  charge  and  supervision,  respectively, 
of  the  division  of  public  assistance,  the  division- of  old-age  a.s3:st-''r.c  ,  th-,; 
division  for  children  and  the  division  for  th^;  blirid..   .Each  s-uch  assistant  direc- 
tor shall  have  power,  with  the  approval  of  the  director  of  social  security,  to 
appoint  'ind  employ  such  assistants  and  clerical  and  other  office  personnel  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  of  his  division. 

SEC.  '.5,.  The  "director  of  social  security  shall  have  power  with  the  approval 
of  the  governor,  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  powers  and  duties  of  his  department. 

SEC.  6.     The  director  of  social  security  shall  have  the  power  and  it  shfiH 
be  his  duty,  through  and  by  means  of  the  division  of  public  assist-axuxi: 
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(1)    To  exercise  all  the  povers  and  perform  nil  the  dutiee  now  rested  in, 
and  required  to  he  performed  by,  the  division  of  relief  of  the  departrnent  of 
Pullic  wplfare  an.l  to  exercise,  all  the  powers  and  perfoi-m  all  the  dr.tiea  now 
ex'^rc^s.^d  and  ^formed  hy -the  .department  of  public  welfare,  or  wlncn  may  hero- 
after  ho-  confe-red,  in  respect  to  the  administration  of  general  puhlic  aesistanc 
including  assistance  to  persons  who  are  unemployed,  siclr,  or  indigent. 

■    (2)     To  v>.-:rcise  such  other  powers  and  pcrf om  suCh  oth.r  duties  ae  may  he 
prescribed  hy  law. 

S-ffiC    7.    Th-  dn--r.:ctor  of  social  security  shall  have  the  .owcr  and  it  shall 
be  his^duty^  thfough  end  by  modns  of  the  division  of  old-age  assistance:

SEC.  12.     The  director  of  social  security  shall  te  the  responsible  state 
officer  for  the  administration  of,  and  the  disbursement  of  all  funds  which  nay 
be  received  by  the  state  in  connection  with    old-age  assistance,  aid  to  dependent 
children,  aid  to  the  blind,  services  for  crippled  children,  child  welfare  servicee 
vocational  rehabilitation,  and  all  other  matters  included  in    the  Federal  social 
security  act  approved  August  Ih ,  1955^  or  as  the  same  may  be  amended,  excepting 
such  as  are  required  to  be  administered  by  the  department  of  education  or  the 
state  board  for  vocational  education  and  excepting  such  funds  administered  and 
disbursed  in  connection  with  public  health  services  such  as  communicable  disease 
control,  maternal  and  child  health,  sanitation  and  vital  statistics  services. 
He  shall  make  such  reports  and  render  such  accounting  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Federal  officer,  board  or  bureau  having  authority  in  the  premises. 

SEC.  13.    This  act  is  necessary  for  the  immediate  support  of  the  state  gov- 
ernment and  its  existing  public  institutions  and  shall  take  effect  April  1,  1957^ 
on  which  date  all  powers  heretofore  exercised  and  duties  heretofore  performed  by 
the  department  of  public  welfare,  through  and  by  means  of  its  various  divisions, 
shall  devolve  upon  the  department  of  social  security  and  the  divisions  thereof 
created  by  this  act.    The  department  of  public  welfare,  together  with  all  divi- 
sions thereof,  is  hereby  abolished,  but  such  abolishment  shall  not  in  any  way 
affect  the  powers  conferred  or  duties  required  by  the  statutes  whereby  such 
department  and  ^visions  were  created;  nor  shall  such  abolishment  affect  the 
validity  of  any, act  performed  before  April  1,  1937.     The  incumbents  of  the  de- 
partment and  divisions  abolished  by  this  act  may  continue  to  hold  office  and 
perform  any  act  required  of  them  by  law  until  such  time  after  April  1,  1937,  as 
the  department  of  social  security  and  its  respective  divisions  are  organized  and 
the  officers  thereof  are  duly  appointed  and  qualified . 

SEC.  ih .     Upon  the  organization  of  the  department  and  divisions  created  by 
this  act,  and  the  appointmLjnt  and  qualification  of  officers  thereof,  all  funds, 
books,  papers,  documents,  records,  data,  files, and  all  other  equipment  and  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  department  and  divisions  abolished  by  this  act,  together 
with  pending  business  pertaining  thereto,  shall  be  delivered  and  surrendered  to 
the  department  of  social  security  and  the  appropriate  division  thereof.     If  any 
question  shall  arise  as  to  the  proper  disposition  of  such    property  or  business, 
the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  governor  for  determination. 

SEC.  15.    Allocjts  and  parts  of  acta  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  care,  support  and  relief  of  needy  persons;  defining  terms; 
providing  necessary  means  and  procedure  for  the  furnishing  of  public  assis- 
tance to  such  persons;  defining  need  and  resources  to  govern  the  determina- 
tion of    eligihility  of  persons  to  assistance  under  this  act,  and  fixing  the 
responsihilitj'-  of  aertain  relatives  with  respect  to  support  of  needy  persons; 
creating  and/or  defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  certain  state  and  county 
officers  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  puhlic  assistance;  pro- 
viding for  appeals  in  certain  cases;  imposing  penalties  for  violations  of 
the  act;  providing  for  the  levy  of  taxes;  making  appropriations:  creating 
the  Washington  Welfare  Survey  Commission,  defining  its  powers  and  dutieci 
and  providing  for  its  expenses;  repealing  chapter  l80,  Laws  of  1957  excep- 
ting section  11,-  and-  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith,  and 
deolaring  an  emergency  wherohy  the  act  shall  hecorao  effective  April  1,  1939. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Leglislature  of  the  State  of  Washington: 

SECTION  1.    For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  unless  otherwise  clearly  indicated 
by  the  context: 

The  word  "assistance"  shall  mean  public  aid  to  perSvins  in  need  thereof  for  a 
any  cause,  and  shall  include  services,  direct  relief,  worfe  relief,  medical  and 
institutional  care. 

The  term  "budgetary  basis"  shall  mean  a  basis  taking  into  consideration  ac 
applicant's  need  and  resoiorces,  and  shall  be  measured  in  relation  to  s.  basic 
minimum  family  budget  determined  by  the  department. 

The  word  "committee"  shall  mean  the  Social  Security  Committee  created  by 
this  act. 

The  word  "department"  shall  mean  th.o  Department  of  Social  Security. 

The  word  "director"  shall  mean  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Social 
Security. 

The  term  "direct  relief"  sho.ll  mean  payment  by  cash  or  voucher  to  provide 
the  necessities  of  life  to  a  person  and  his  dependents,  end  shall  include 
materials  furniahed  or  services  I'ondered  for  such  purpose  to  such  person  and 
dependents  in  his  own  homo. 

The  terra  "f t.deral-aid  assiatance'^  shall  mean  the  specific  categories  of 
assistance  for  whi^h  provision  ia  made  in  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act  of 
August  l4,  1935^  inclur'ln^^  old-age  assistanco,  aid  to  depend    -t  children,  ser- 
vices to  crippleri  children,  'i^hilu  welfare  services,  other  handicapped  persons, 
aid  to  the  needy  blind  and  any  other  category  for  which  the  Federal  government 
provides  or  for  \;hioh.  it  may  hereafter  provide  matching  funds. 

The  term  "general  assistsnce"  shall  mean  all  assistance  other  than  Federal- 
aid  assistance  as  herein  defined:     PEOVIDED,  That  if  Federal  matching  funds  are 
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hereafter  made  available  by  act  of  Congress  for  any  category  of  general  assis- 
tance, then  and  in  that  event  that  particular  category  shall  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  the  "benefit  of  such  matching  he  considered  as  Federal-aid  assistance. 

The  term  "grant-in-aid"  shall  mean  an  allocation  of  pu"bli(*  funds  "by  the 
state  to  counties  for  public  assistance  purposes. 

The  term  "institutional  care"  shall  mean  care  provided  by  counties  through 
hospitals,  oanitoria  and  homes  or  farms. 

The  term  "public  assistance"  shall  mean  and  include  Federal-aid . assistance 
and  general  assistance. 

The  temi  "vork  relief"  shall  mean  wagos  paid  by  a  body  politic  or  corporate 
to  persons  who  are  unemployed,  or  whose  employment  is  inadequate  to  provide  the 
necessities  of  life  to  themselves  and  dependents,  out  of  money  specifically  ap- 
propriated or  contributed  for  -that  pur^os^-,  for  the  performance  of  services  or 
labor  connected  with  work  undertaken  by  such  body  independent  of  work  under  con- 
tract or  for  which  an  annual  appropriation  is  made:  PROVIDED,  That  the  oxpendi 
ture  of  moneys  made  available  for  assistance  purposes  under  this  act  m  connec- 
tion with  wdrk  relief  pro^^-rams  shall  be  limited  to  the  payment  of  wages  exclu- 
sively. 

■  In  the  construction  of  words  and  pbjases  used  in  this  act,  the  singular 
munbor  shall  include  the  plural,  the  masculine  gcndur  shall  Include  both  the 
feminine  and  neuter  -genders  and  the  pr-oent  tense  shall  include  the  past  and

SEC    ^      There  is  hereby  created  a  State  Social  Security  Committee  to  con- 
sist of  the'coveraor,  the  Director  of  Finance,  Budget  and  Bu3ir..3a  and  a  third 
member  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  who  shall  not  be  a  state  officer  or  em- 
ployee.   The  mrmbcrs  of  the  committee  shall  serve  without  compensation  for  thei 
services,  but  the  appointive  member  shall  be  entitl-.d  to  expenses  actually  in- 
curred ^n  the  dloch-.rgo  o^  his  duties  which  expense.-  shall  bo  paid  out  of  money 
ar^propr^-ated  to  the  rx-oar':mcnt  of  Social  Security.    Thu  committee  shall  have 
control  of  the  admin:^  strati  on  of  this  act  and  exorcise  such  powers  and  perform 
such  duties  as  are  prescribed  herein.

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list  submitted  to  the  County  Commisei oners  by  the  Committee.    Upon  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  County  Administrator,  that  officer  shall  have  power  to,  and  shall, 

.  employ  such    assistants,  experts  and  other  personnel  within  the  county  as  may  be 
.necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  which  employment  shall  be  on  a 

.  -merit  basis  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  committee: 
PROVIDED,  That  this  requirement  shall  not  apply  to  the  filling  of  non-executive 
positions.    The  County  Administrator  before  qualifying  shall  furnish  a  surety 
company  bond  in  such  amount  as  may  bo  fixed  by  the  committee,  but  not  less  than 
$5jOOO,  conditioned  that  the  administrator  will  faithfully  account  for  all  money 
and  property  that  may  come  into  his  possession  or  control. 

SEC.  5'    The  saro,  support  and  relief  of  needy  person's"  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  a  joint  Federal,  state  and  county  function.    The  several  counties  of  the  state 
are  hereby  charged  with  the  responsibility,  by  and  through  their  respective 
Boards  of  County  Commissioners,  for  the  administration  of  public  assistance  to 
such  persons;  but  thoy  shall  be  subject  to  state  supervision  as  in  this  act 
provided. 

Tho  state  hereby  undertakes  to  make  available  to  the  counties  from  state 
and  Federal  funds  sufficient  moneys  to  enable  the  counties  to  discharge  their 
responsibility  with  respect  to  Federal-aid  assistance;  while  the  respective 
counties  shall  provide  funds  by  means  of  the  county  tax,  hereinafter  required  to 
be  levied,  to  discharge  their  responsibility  for  general  assistance. 

SEC.  6.     Tho  Department  of  Social  Security  shall  serve  as  the  single  state 
agency  to  supervise  the  administration  of  public  assistance.     The  department 
shall  periodically  make  application  for  Federal  funds  and  submit  such  plans,  re- 
ports and  data,  as  are  required  by  any  act  of  Congress  as  a  c"^  id  it  ion  precedent 
to  tho  receipt    of  Fed aral  matching  funds  for  such  assistance;.     The  department, 
also,  shall  have  power  to  make  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall 
bo  necessary  to  insure  compliance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  public  assis- 
tance grants.     In  the  event  of  non-compliance  with  any  such  rules  and  regulations, 
the  department  shall  have  the  power  and  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  take  over  the 
administration  of  public  assistance  programs  in  any  county  involved  until  com- 
pliance shall  have  been  effected,  during  which  time  the  department  shall  have 
: power  to  authorize  and  approve  the  expenditure  of  all  public  as3istr?nce  funds 
within  the  county. 


:.SEC.  7.     To  the  end  that  the  department's  supervision  over  county  adminis- 
tration of  public  assistance  funds  may  be  made  effective,  it  shall  be  tho  duty 
of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  each  county  in  the  state  to  submit  to 
the  department ,  and  through. the  department  to  the  committee,  not  later  than 
April  1,  1939,  a  county  plan  which  shall  include: 

1.  An  agreement  to  submit  an  annual  estimate  at  such  time  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  oominittee  showing  the  county's  requirements  and  resources  for  the  ensuing 
year  with  respect  to  all  public-  assistance  and  plans  for  the  expenditure  thereof. 

2.  An  agreement  to  submit  quarterly  budgets  at  least  thirty  days  in  advance 
of  each  quarterly  period  showing  the  requirements  and  resources  of  tho  county 
with  respect  to  public  assistance,  together  with  supporting  records  and  data, 
based  upon  past  expenditures  for  such  purposes  and  anticipated  demands  for  fur- 
ther funds. 
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3      An  agreement  to  comply  v Ith  the  terms  of  this  act  respecting  the  issu- 
ance of  warrants  through  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor. 

h      M  agreement  to  keep  such  records,  make  such  reports  and  use  such  "blank 
and  forms  as  may  he  prescribed  hy  the  committeo.

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CHAPTER  il4,   LAWS   OF  1937 

D  TO  DEPENDENT  CM  i  L  D  RE  N  -  CH  i  LD  WELFARE  SERVICES- 
SERVICES    TO   CRIPPLED  CHILDREN::- 

AN  ACT  relating  to  and  providing  for  aid  to  dependent  children/  child  welfare 

services  and  services  to  crippled  children  as  included  in  the  Federal  Social 
Security  Act;  prescribing  the  powers  and  duties  of  certain  state  officers  in 
connection  therewith;  providing  for  the  fund  to  care  for  all  services  herein 
mentioned;  repealing  section  9993  to  section  999Q,  inclusive,  Remington's 
Revised  Statutes  and  chapter  110,  of  the  Laws  of  1955 >  and  providing  when  the 
act  shall  take  effect. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Stafe  of  Washington: 

SiB!C*riOW  1.    Aid  to  Dependent  Children.    For  the  purpose  of  this  act  the 
term  "dependent  child"  means  a  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  (l6)  years  who  has 
bec^n  deprived  of  parental  support  or  care  by  reason  of  the  death,  continued  ab- 
sence from  the  home,  or  physical  or  mental  incapacity  of  a  parent,  and  who  is 
living  with  his  father,  mother,  grandmother,  grandfather,  brother,  sister,  step- 
father, stepmother,  stepbrother,  stepsister,  uncle  or  aunt,  dp  a  place  of  resident 
maintained  by  one  of  (or)  more  of  such  relatives  as  his  or  tni.ir  own  homes.  The 
terms  "aid  to  dependent  children"  means  money  payments  with  respect  to  a  depen- 
dent child  or  dependent  children. 

SEC.  2.    There  is  hereby  adopted  a  statewide  plan  for  aid  to  dependent  chil- 
dren:    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  department  of  social  security,  and  the 
department,  through  and  by  means  of  the  division  for  children,  is  hereby  empoweroc 
to  serve  as  a  single  state  agency  in  the  administration  of  this  act,  and  to  exer- 
cise such  supervision  and  promulgate  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
are  necessary  to  assure  full  local  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  Federal  grant; 

SEC.  3"     Such  aid  shall  be  granted  in  such  amount  as  will,  when  added  to  the 
income  of  the  family,  provide  dependent  child  or  children  with  a  reasonable  sub- 
sistence compatible  vith  decency  and  health.    The  amount  of  aid  to  be  granted  in 
each  case  shall  be  detenraned  upon  the  basis  of  need  and  in  view  of  the  particulai 
facts  and  circumstances  of  each  case. 


SEC.  ^.    To  be  eligible  for -aid  granted  under  this  act,  it  shall  be  estab- 
ILshod  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  departm^snt  of  social  security  that  the  parent  has 
been  a  resident  of  the  atcte  for  one  year,  or  that  the  child  of  such  family  has 
resided  in  this  state  for  a  period  of  one  year  immediately  preceding  application 
for  such  aid,  or  was  born  within  the  state  within  one  year  immediately  preceding 
the  application  if  his  mother  has  resided  in  the  state  for  one  year  insaed lately 
preceding  his  birth.  •  ^     .  ' 


SEC.  5.    The  department  of  social  security,  through  and  by  means  of  the 
division  for  children,  is  hereby  designated  as  the  responsible  agency  for  the 
administration  of  the  aid  provided  by  this  act,  and  it  is  authorized  and  directed

tire  re:niire;  and  coL.ply  with  such  provisions  ae  the  Federal  go"^"ernment  may  from 
tire  to  time  find  nocessary:    Provided,  further,  Nothing  in  this  ftct  shall  "be 
construed  as  authorizing  any  state  official,  agent,  or  representative,  in  carryin' 
out  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  take  charge  of  any  child  over  the  o"b- 
jectipn  of  either  of  the  parents  of  such  child,  or  of  the  person  standing  in  loco 
parentis  to  such  child. 

SEC.  15.    The  director  of  socie,l  pecurity  shall  "be  empowered  to  premulgate 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be  necessary  to  effectuate  and  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  act. 

SEC.  Ik.    The  funds  necessary  to  carry  rut  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  made  available  from  the  revenues  provided  by  the  Federal,  state  and  county 
governments  for  public  assistsnce. 


SEC.  15.    The  department  of  social  security,  through  and  by  means  of  the 
division  for  children,  is  authorized  to  receive  moneys  by  gifts  or  bequests  and 
expend  the  samp  for  any  of  the  o'l:).iects  and  purposes  set  forth  under  this  act; 
and  shall  include  in  the  annual  report  to  the  director  of  social  security  a  state 
ment  of  the  moneys  so  received  and  expended. 


SEC.  16.    Sections  9993  to  9998,  inclusive,  of  Remington's  Revised  Statutes* 
and  chapter  110,  r»f  the  laws  of  1935,  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed .

AN  ACT  creating  the  State  Department  of  Social  Security  and  several  divisions 
thereof,  providing  for  the  appointment  of  officers  to  administer  such  de- 
■  partment  and  divisions  and  prescribing  their  powers  and  duties,  abolishing 
the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  divisions  thereof,  providing  for  a 
transfer  of  property  and  business  of  such  department  to  the  Department  of 
Social  Security  and  declaring  that  the  act  shall  take  effect  April  1,  1957 • 

Be  it  enacted  by  th'j  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Washington: 

SECTIOW  1.    There  3S  hereby  created  a  department  of  the  state  government 
which  shall  be  known  as  the  department  of  social  security.     The  chief  executive 
officer  thereof,  who  shall  be  designated  the  director  of  social  security,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  hold 
office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  governor.     If  the  Senate  be  not  in  session,  when 
■this. act  takes  effect  or  if  a  vacancy  occur  while  the  Senate  is  not  in  session, 
the-  governor  shall  make  a  temporary  appointment  until  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Senate,  when  he  shall  present  to  the  Senate  his  nomination  fc    the  office. 

SEC.  2.     The  department  of  social  security  shall  be  organized  into  and  con- 
sist of  four  divisions  to  be  designated,  respectively,  (l)  the  division  of  public 
assistance,  .  .(2)  the  division  of  old-age  assistance ,  (3)  the  division  for  children 
and,  (h)  the  division  for  the  blind. 

SEC.  3'    The  director  of  social  security  shall  have  the  power  and  it  shall 
be  his.  duty,  through  and  by  means  of  the  division  for  children: 

.  .      (1)  To  exercise  alL  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  du.ties  now  vested  in,  and 
required  to  be  performed  by,  the  division  of  child  welfare  of  the  department  of 
public  welfare. 

(2)  To  exercise  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

The  powers  and  duties  heretofore  conferred  on  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  and  on  the  Department  of  Business  Control  are  now  conferred  on  the  divi- 
sion for  children  under  section  10,  chapter  111,  of  the  L&ws  of  1957,  and  those 
powers  are  as  follows:  ■

procuring  the  certificate  of  approval  provided  for  herein, and  complying  with  the 
provisions  thereof. 

SEC.  5.    Any  agency,  society,  association,  institution  or  person,  whether 
incorporated  or  unincorporated,  and  the  individual  or  individuals  acting  for  or 
in  its  name,  who  shall  hereafter  carry  on  the  work  of  caring  for  children,  or 
children  and  adults,  or  of  placing  children  for-  care,  without  a  certificate  of - 
approval  from  the  director  of  social'  security,  or  who  shall  wilfully  fail  or  re- 
fuse to  report  as  required  hy  said  director,  or  shall  wilfully  ohstruct  or  hinder 
him  or  his  agents  in  inspection  or  investigation  of  the  agencies,  societies,  as- 
sociations, institutions,  or  persons  under  their  control  or  charge,  shall  he 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

SEC.  6.    All  files,  reports,  documents  and  information  pertaining  to  a  ne- 
glected, dependent,  or  delinquent  child  or  children  required  "by  the  director  of 
social  security  to  he  furnished  hy  any  of  the  agencies,  socio;,  os,  associations, 
institutions  or  persons,  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  he  deemed  confidential  and 
privileged  and  no  disclosure  thereof  shall  he  made  except  where  required  hy  order 
or  process  of  the  superior  court  of  Thurston  County  in  any  suit  therein  pending: 
Provided,  That  all  records  and  information  of  any  agency , society,  association, 
institution  or  person  with  respect  to  any  neglected,  dependent  or  delinquent  child 
shall  he  the  property  of  the  said  agency,  society,  association,  institution  or 
person  and  when  furnished  to  the  director  of  social  security  in  pursuance  to  this 
act,  shall,  as  soon  as  they  have  served  their  purpose,  he  returnahle  to  such  agenc 
society,  association,  institution  or  person  for  permanent  record:    Provided,  fur- 
ther. That  at  any  hearing  held  pursuant  to  this  act  either  hy  the  director  of 
social  security  or  hy  the  superior  court  of  Thurston  county,  the  general  puhlic 
shall  he  excluded  from  the  room  whore  the  hearing  is  had,  admitting  thereto  only 
such  persons  as  may  have  a  direct  interest  in  the  case.

CHAPTER  132..  LAWS  OF  1937 
SOCIAL  SECURITY  —  DIVISION    FOR  THE  BLIND 


AIT  ACT  establishing  within  the  Department  of  Social  Security  a  division  for.^  im- 
proving the  condition  of  the  "blind  and  for  the  prevention  of  hlindness  and 
prescribing  the  power  and  duties  thereof;  making  an  appropriation  therefor; 
repealing  certain  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  and  declaring 
that  this  act  shall  take  effect  April  1^  1937. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  .of  Washington: 

SECTION  1.  Creation  of  a  Division  for  the  Blind.  There  is  hereby  created 
within  the  Department  of  Social  Security  a  division  to  be  known  as  the  Division 
for  the  Blind,  which  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  promoting,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  set  forth,  the  welfare  of  blind  persons,  persons  with  seriously  im- 
paired vision,  and  persons  suffering  from  conditions  which  might  lead  to  blind- 
ness. 


SEC.  2.    Employees  of  Division.    The  Director  shall  appoint  and  deputize  an 
Assistant  Director  to  be  known  as  the  Supervisor  of  the  Division  for  the  Blind, 
who  shall  have  charge  and  supervision  of  the  Division  and  have  power,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Director  of  Social  Security  to  appoint  and  employ  such  assistants 
and  personnel  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Division.  Such 
assistants  and  personnel  shall  be  selected  upon  the  basis  of  their  experience  and 
qualifications  in  the  field  of  work  among  the  blind,  and  to  t^-"3  fullest  extent 
possible  shall  be  residents  of  the  State  of  Washington  at  tht   :lme  of  their  selec- 
tion.   In  selecting  personnel,  blind  persons  who  are  qualified  and  available, 
Shall  be  employed  wherever  practicable. 


SEC.  3-      Prevention  of  Blindness.    In  cooperation  with  the  Department  of 
Public  Health,  there  shall  be  established  and  maintained  such  service  as  js 
needed  looking  toward  the  prevention  of  blindness,  the  purpose  of  which  shall  be 
"to  determine  the  causes  of  blindness,  and  to  Inaugurate  and  cooperate  In  any 
preventive  measures  for  the  State  of  Washington  as  may  appear  practicable.  When- 
ever a  blind  or  partially  blind  person  can  be  benefited  by  medical  or  surgical 
treatment  for  which  he  is  unable  to  pay,  arrangement  shall  be  made  for  an  exam- 
ination, with  the  consent  of  the  individual,  and  for  the  necessary  treatment  by 
an  opthalmologist  or  physician  skilled  in  the  diseases  of  the  eye. 

SEC.  h.    Vocational  Aid  and  Training. .  The  Department  of  Social  Security 
through  the  Division  for  the  Blind  may  maintain  or  cause  to  be  maintained,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Division  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation  of  the  State  Board  of 
Vocational  Education,  services  for  vocational  aid  and  training  the  objects  of 
which  shall  be: 

(a)  To  aid  blind  persons  in  finding  suitable  remunerative  employment. 

(b)  To  teach  blind  persons  trades  or  occupations  which  may  be  followed 
in  their  homes  and  to  assist  themi  in  whatever  manner  may  seem  advisable  in 
disposing  of  the  products  of  their  home  industries. 
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(c)  To  establish  and /or  maintain  one  or  more  training  schools  and/or  work- 
shops to  teach  blind  persons  trades  or  occupations  when  such  training  is  feasitl 
and  will  contribute  to  the  efficiency  and /or  self-support  of  such  blind  person  e 
to  devise  means  for  the  sale  and  distribution  of  the  products  thereof. 

(d)  To  provide  living  maintenance  to  blind  persons  during  their  training  c 
instruction  in  any  suitable  occupation,  whenever. the  training  or  instruction  in 
question  will  contribute' to  the  self-support  of  such  blind  persons.    When  specif 
educational  opportunities  cannot  be  had  in  this  state,  they  may  be  arranged  for 
outside  the  state. 

(e)  To  aid  individual  blind  persons  or  groups  of  blind  persons  to  become 
self-supporting  by  furnishing  materials  or  machinery  to  them,  and  also 

(f)  To  provide  home  visitation  and  home  teaching  of  subjects  which  will 
assist  blind  persons'  in  the  ease  and  enjoyment  of  daily  living. 

SEC.  5.     Accounts  and  Audit    for  Industries.    There  shall  be  separate  book 
of  accounts  for  the  industries  of  the  Division  for  the  Blind,  and  all  moneys  re 
ceived  from  the  sale  of  any  products  made  at  its  training  scb'  -Is  and /or  work 
shops  oy^  from  the  sale  of  -.roducts  made  under  its  supervision  .o  which  it  has 
title  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  to  be  considered  a  part  of  the  appr 
priation. 

SEC.  6.     Supervision.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Department  of  Social^ 
Security,  through  the  Division- for  the  Blind,  to  serve  as  the  s-.ate  supervising 
agency  in  the  administration  of.  assistance  as  provided  in  this  act. 

SEC  7  Administration  of  Assistance.  County  Commissioners  acting  as  a 
local  administrative  board  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  ^^^"f  f;?^^^ 
cial  assistance  to  needy  individuals  who  are  blind  in  the  manner  hereinafter  p.

SEC.  3.    Eligibility  for  Assistance.    Assistance  shall  be  granted  under  t 
act  to  an  applicant:  ■     "        ■  ••  ■  '      ;  ■•     ■  ! 

(a)  Who  is  twenty- one  years  of  age  or  over;  or  who  ^as  reached  his  sixter 
birthday  and  is  found  not  to  be  acceptable  for  education  at  the  State  School  .

(b)  Who  has  no  vision  or  vhose  vision,  with  correcting  glasses,  is  s^^^:^ 
tive  as  to  prevent  the  performance  of  ordinary  activities  for  which  eyesight  i 
essential; 

(c)  mo  is  unable  tc  provide  himself  with  the  necessiti-  of  life,  has 
sufficient  means  of  his  o^-n'to  support  him,  and  whose  tot. 1^  l..ome  and  resourOS 
are  less  than  $900  per  year; 
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(d)  Who  has  resided  in  this-  state  for  five  years  during  the  nine  years  im- 
mediately preceding  the  date  of  application,  or  vho  suffered  loss  of  sight  while 
a  resident,  of  this  state  and  has  resided  continuously  in  this  state  since  such 

. loss  of  sight;  and  who  has  resided  in  this  state  continuously  for  one  year  im- 
mediately preceding  the  date  of  application;  and 

(e)  Who  is  not  an  inmate  of  any  public  institution:    Provided,  That  an  in- 
mate of  a  public  institution  may  make  application  while  in  .such  institution  hut 
the  assistance  if  granted  shall  not  he  paid  until  after  he  ceases  to  he  such  an 
inmate;  and 

(f)  Who  is  not,  at  the  time  of  making  application,  suffering  from  mental 
or  physical  infirmity,  which,  in  itself,  would  make  him  a  charge  upon  any  public 
institution  or  other  public  agency;  and 

(g)  Who  is  not  publicly  soliciting  alms  in  any  part  of  tnis  state.  The 
term  "publicly  soliciting"  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  wearing,  carrying,  or 
exhibiting  of  signs  -denoting  blindness  and  the  carrying  of  receptacles  for  the 
reception  of  alms,  or  the  doing  of  the  same  by  proxy,  or  by  begging. 


SEC.  9.    Application.    Any  person  claiming  benefit  under  this  act  shall  file 
an  application  with  the  local  administrative  board  in  the  county  of  residence. 
The  local  administrative  board  shall  fully  establish    the  facts  set  forth  in  the 
application  and  any  other  facts  it  deems  necessary.    An  examination  of  the  appli- 
cant's eyes  by  an  opthahno legist  or  physician  skilled  in  the  diseases  of  the  eye 
^11  be  provided  without  charge  to  the  applicant. 

SEC.  10.    If  the  local  administrative  board  is  satisfied  that  the  applicant 
is  entitled  to  assistance  under  the  provisions  of  the  act,  assistance  shall  be 
granted,  said  assistance  to  be  paid  in  monthly  payments  from  the  funds  appropri- 
ated for  public  assista^ice.    The  amount  of  assistance  which  any  person  shall  re- 
ceive shall  be  determined  with  due  regard  to  the  resources  and  necessary  expendi- 
tures of  the  individual  and  the  conditions  existing  in  each  case  and  such  assis- 
tance shall  be,  together  with  all  other  income  and  resources  of  the  recipient,  no+ 
leas  than  $i|0.00  per  month. 

On  the  death  of  a  recipient  of  aid  to  the  Blind,  reasonable"  funeral  expenses 
not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  (v$100)  shall  be  paid  by  the  Department  of  Socia 
Security  if  the  estate  of  the  deceased  is  insufficient  to  pay  the  same. 


SEC.  11.  Guardian.  If  a  person  receiving  assistance  ui.:  ir  this  act  is,  on 
the  testimony  of  reputable  witnesses,  found  incapable  of  handling  such  money  the 
payment  may  be  directed  to  a  legally  appointed  guardian. 


SEC.  12.    Annual  Reinvestigation.    A  reinvestigation  of  the  conditions  of  al) 
recipients  of  assistance  shall  be  made  annually  or  more  often  as  deemed  to  be 
necessary,  and  in  case  the  condition  of  a  recipient  is  found  to  have  changed  the 
amount  of  the  assietaace  shall  be  increased,  modified  or  discontinued  as  the 
changed  conditions  may  warrant. 
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SEC    13     El^ht  of  Appeal.-  Any:l5llnd  applicant  for  "or  recipient  of  financi; 
assistance  vho  is"  dissatisfied  with  the  action  of  the  Division  for  the  Blind  re- 
garding his  application  for  benefit  under  this  act  may  appeal  to  the  local  admin 
Ltrative  hoard,  if  not  satisfied  an  appeal  may  he  made  to  the  Director  of  Social 
Spcurlty,  and  upon  such^peal  shall  be  granted  a  further  hear 3.    Written  notic 
shall  he  given. of  the  ^date  and  place  of  such  hearing.     T^ie  opportunity  al^all  be 
given  to  iDresent  all  facts  with  supporting  evidence  which  hear  ^Von  the  eligiMl 
tv  ^or  assistance.     The  claimant  and  the  Division  for  the  Blind  shall  he  duly 
x^aflod  of  the  decision  which  shall  he  deemed  to  he  the  final  decision  unless 
iTthin  ten  days  further  appeal  is  initiated  shoving  pertinent  facts  not  filed  a 
the  time  of  hearing.    In  such  instances  the  Director  if  he  deems  the  facts  to  ha 
a  bearing  upon  the  decision  shall  give  written  notice  of  rehearing.

SEC    15      Fraudulent  Claim  a  Misdemeanor.    Any  person  who  shall  knowingly  ( 
■wilfully  procure  or  attempt  to  procure,  directly  or  indirectly    any  allowance  f. 
assistance  under  this  act,  for  or  on  account  of  a  person  not  entitled  thereto  . 
who  shall  knowingly  or  wilfully  pay  or  permit  to  he  paid  any  allowance  to  a  ptr,. 
not  entitled  thereto,  shall  he  g^ailty  of  a  misdemeanor. 


SEC.  16.    Recovery  from  a  Recipient.     If  at  any  time  during  the  continuanc 
of  assistance  the  recipient  thereof  becomes  possessed  of  any  f  ^P^^^^ 
in  exc-^ss  of  the  amount  enjoyed  at  the  time  of  the  granting  of  assistance  it  sh 
h^  :h:iut;  of  the  reciplc^t^mmediately  to  notify  the  ^^^^^^^/^ 
of  the  receipt  or  possession  of  such  property  or  income  and  the  local  admmistr

SEC.  17.    Rules  and  Reflations.     The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Socia 
Security  shall  have  th.  power  to  make  rules  and  regulations  and  ^^f  ^ 

as  may  be  ne^.essary  or  desirable  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  ^

Security  is  hereby  empowered  and  authorized  to  cooperate  wxth  the  Federal  Soci

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SEC.  19.    Division  May  Eeceive  Gifts.    The  Department  of  Social  Security 
through  its  Division  for  the  Blind  is  authorized  to  receive  moneys  "by  gifts  or 
"bequest  and  expend  the  same  for  any  of  the  objects  and  purpos.a  set  forth  under 
this  act;  and  shall  include  in  the  annual  report  to  the  Director  of  Social 
Security  a  statement  of  the  moneys  so  received  and  expended. 


SEC.  20.  Report  of  Division.  The  Supervisor  of  the  Division  for  the  Blind 
shall  ma^ce  a  detailed  report  to  the  Director  of  Social  Security  within  ninety 
days  after  the  first  of  eaoh  calendar  year  showing  all  appropriations  received 
and  how  the  eame  have  "been  expended,  and  covering  ..its  activities  and  accomplish- 
ments for  the  preceding  year,  and  making  recommendations  therein  for  the  further 
improvement  of  the  condition  of  the  "blind  and  the  prevention  of  blindness  in  the 
state. 


SEC.  21.    Validity.     If  any  portion  of  this  act  shall  be  declared  unconsti- 
tutional, such  declaration  ohall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remaining  portions 
of  this  act,  which  shall  remain  in  force  ati  though  such  declaration  had  not  been 
made . 


SEC.  22.    Eepeal.     Chapter  102,  Laws  of  1935,  and  chapter  I06,  Laws  of  193'3, 
and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed . 

SEC.  23.    Effective  Date.  This  act  is  necess-^-ry  for  the  immediate  preserva- 
tion of  public  peace,  health  and  safety  and  shall  take  effect  April  1,  1937.

M  ACT  relating  to  and  providing  for  old  age  assistance;  defining  the  powers  and 
duties  of.  certain  officers  in  connection  therewith;  prescribing  penaltief?; 
appropriating  funds  for  such  aspiiatance;  repealing  chapter  29,  Lawa  of  P33, 
al5olishing  county  old  age  pejasion  fund,  amending  section  9,  chapter  55, 
Laws  of  1953,  and  declaring  its  effective  dates. 

Be  it  enacted  "by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Washington: 

SECTION  1.     The  care  of  aged  persons  who  are  in  need  or  whose  physical  or 
other  condition  seems  to  render  permanent  their  inability  to  provide  properly 
for  themselves  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  matter  of  state  concern  and  a  necessity 
in  promoting  and  preserving  the  public  health  and  welfare.    To  provide  such  care 
a  statewide  system  of  old-age  assistance  is  hereby  established.  *  ' 

*"  ' 

SEC.  2.     Sub^lect  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  every  person  residing  in  the 
State  of  Washington,  if  in  need,  ohall  be  entitled  to  old-age    ssistance  from 
the  state. 


SEC.  3-     Old-age  assistance  shall  be  given  under  this  act  to  any  person  who 

(a)  Has  attained  the  ago  of  65  years:    Provided,  That  if  the  Federal  govern- 
ment provides  for  Federal  contribution  to  state  old-age  assistance  payable  to 
persons  of  age  less  than  65  years,  then  and  in  that  event  persons  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  assistance  hereunder  at  such  age  an  shall  be  provided  in  said  Federal  act; 

(b)  Has  income  which  is  less  than  three  hundred  sixty  dollars  ($360)  per 
year;  '  - 

(c)  Has  been  a  resident  of  the  State  of  Washington  for  at  least  five  years 
within  the  ton  years  immediately  preceding  his  application  for  old-age  assistance: 

(d)  Is  not  at  the  time  An  inmate  of  a  public  institution  of  a  custodial, 
correctional,  or  curative  character,  except  in  the  case  of  temporary  medical  or 
surgical  care  in  a  hospital; 

(e)  Has  not  made  a  voluntary  assignment  -or  -transfer  of  property  for  the 
purpose  of  qualifying  for  ouch  assistance; 

(f)  Is  not  because  of  his^  physical  or  mental  condition  ic-^need  of  continued 
Instituti-onal  care.

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SEC.  5.    A  person  requesting  old-age  assistance  under  this  act  shall  make 
his  application  therefor  tn  the  Department  of  Social  Security.    An  Inmate  of  aoy 
public  institution  of  a  correctional,  custodial,  or  curative  character  may  make 
an  application  while  in  such  home  ^r  institution,  hut  the  assistance,  if  granted 
shall  not  he  paid  until  after  he  ceases  to  he  such  an  inmate.    The  person  reques- 
ting an  old-age  assistance  grant  may  apply  in  person,  or  the  application  may  he 
made  hy  another  in  his  hehalf .    The  application  shall  be  made  in  writing  or  re- 
duced to  writing,  upon  standard  forms,  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  Departmem 
of  Social  Security. 

SEC    6      Th^  Department  of  Social  Security  is  hereby  authorized  to  and  shal 
make- rules  and  regulations  necessary  for  tHe  carrying  out  of  the  .provisions  of 
thia  act  to  the  end  that  old-age  assistance  may  be  administered  uniformly  throug 
out  the  state,  having  regard  for  the  varying  costs  of  living  in  different  parts 
of  the  state  and  that  the  spirit  and  purpose  of  this  act  may  be  complied  with.

SEC    7      Whenever  the  Department  of  Social  Security  receives  an  application 
for  an  old-age  assistance  grant,  an  investigation  and  record  shall  be  promptly 
made  of  the  circumstances  of  the  applicant.

No  person  receiving  old-age  assistance  grant  under  this  act  shall 
at  the  aame  time  receive  any  other  relief  from  the  state,  or  from  any  political^ 
subdivision  thereof,  except  for  medical  and  surgical  acd  hospital  care  and  nursmy 
assistance. 

SEC.  10.    If  the  person  receiving  the  old-age  assistapce  is,  on  the  testimony 
of  reputable  witnesses,  found  incapable  of  taking  care  of  himself  -  or . his  money, 
the  director  of  social  security  may  direct  the  payment  pf  the  installments  of  the 
old-age  assistance  to  any  responsible  person  or  corporation  for  his  benefit. 

SEC.  11.    On  the  death  of  a  recipient  of  old-age  assistance,  reasonable 
funeral  expenses  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  shall  be. paid  by  the 
department  of  social  security  if  the  estate  of  the  deceased  is  insufficient  to 
pay  the  same. 

SEC.  12.    If  a  recipient  is  convicted  of  any  crime  or  offense,  and  punished 
by  imprisonment,  no  payment  shall  be  made  during  the  period  of  imprisonment.  In 
such  cases,  the  assistance  may  be  declared  forfeited  in  the  discretion  of  the 
department.    The  department  nay  suspend  tomporarily  the  assistance  granted  to  any 
person  for  any  period  during  which  such  person  is  not  i7\  need  thereof. 

SEC.  1^.    If,  at  any  time  during  the  continuance  of  old-age  assistance,  the 
recipient  thereof  or  the  husband  or  wife  of  the  recipient,  becomes  possessed  of ^ 
any  property  or  income  in  excess  of  the  amount  enjoyed  at  the  time  of  the  grantmr 
of  the  assistance,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recipient  ironediately  to  notify 
the  department  of  the  receipt  and  possession  of  such  property  or  income,  and  the 
department  may,  on  inquiry,  either  can-cel  the  assistance  or  vary  the  amount  there- 
of in  accordance  with  circumstances,  and  any  excess  assistar.ce  theretofore  paid 
shall  be  returned  to  the  state  and  be  recoverable  aa  a  debt  d  :    the  state.

In  order  to  effectuate  and  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act, 
there  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  state,  for  the  bienniuir 
ending  March  3I,  1937,  the  sum  of  ten  million  doHaro  ($10,000,000),  or  as  much 
thereof  as  shall  be  found  necessary:    Provided,  That  the  cost  of  administration  of 
the  act  shall  not  exceed  five  (5)  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  expended  for  all 
purposes  under  its  provisions.

AN  ACT  relating  to  old  age  assistance,  prescribing  the  maximum  amount  thereof, 

amending  section  k,  chapter  l82,  Laws  of  1955?  as  amended  By'section  2,  chap 
ter  156,  Laws  of  1957?  defining  the  eligibility  of  persons  entitled  thereto 
and  the  basis  for  determining  the  amount  of  such  assistance  to- be  given  in 
individual  cases,  barring  certain  claims  and  Judgments  as  valid  claims  and 
.judgments  against  the  state  and  its  political  subdivisions,  and  declaring 
an  emergency. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Washington: 

SECTION  1.    DECLAEATION  OF  INTENT.     The  legislature  hereoj  expressly  declare 
its  intent  to  be  that  the  old  age  assistance  authorized  to  be  ^^ranted  to  indivi- 
duals by  chapters  I56  and  I80,  Laws  of  19^7,  or  their  antecedent  acts,  shall  not 
be  available  to  persons  aa  a  matter  of  right  but  rather  that  such  old  age  assis- 
tance shall  be  available  only  to  persons  who  are  in  need  thereof  as  that  term  is 
hereinafter  in  this  act  defined.    The  State  of  Washington  hereby  disclaims  lia- 
bility for  any  and  all  claims  heretofore  filed  or  entered,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  filed  or  entered  against  it,  wherein  the  state  is  sought  to  be  held  for  grants 
of  old  age  assistance  to  persons  or  Individuals  as  a  matter  of  right  and  not  upon 
the  basis  of  need  as  dsfined  in  this  act,  and  no  such  claim  shall  ever  be  recog- 
nized as  a  valid  claim  against  the  State  of  Washington  or  any  political  subdivisi 
thereof. 


SEC.  2.  That  section  h,  chapter  l82,  Laws  of  1935?  as  amended  by  section  2, 
chapter  156,  Laws  of  1957,  (section  9998-U  Remington's  Revised  Statutes)  be  amen- 
ded to  read  as  follows:

The  amount  andmture  of  old  age  assistance  which  any  such  person 
shall  receive,  and  the  manner  of  providing  It,  shall  be  determined  by  the  said 
department  with  due  regard  to  the  conditions  existing  in  each  case;  but  such  assi^ 
tance  together  with  the  applicant's  resources  as  defined  in  this  act  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  Thirty  Dollars  ($50)  per  month  to  each  recipient:  PROVIDED, 
That  in  the  event  Federal  participation  shall  be  granted  in  excess  of  Fifteen 
Dollars  ($15)  a  month  per  recipient,  the  maximum  may  be  increased  to  twice  the 
amount  that  may  be  recovered  for  each  recipient  from  Federal  sources.    The  old 
age  assistance  may  include,  among  other  things,  medical  and  su'^^lcal  and  hospital 
care  and  nursing. 


SEC.  5.    Upon  receiving  an  application  for  old  age  assistance,  the  officer 
authorized  by  law  to  consider  and  pass  upon  the  same  shall  within  forty-five  (^5)

SUBDIVISIONS 


M  ACT  relating  to  unemployment;  providing  for  the  relief  of     .employed  persons 
"by  making  available  funds  for  the  sponsoring  of  public  works  and  work  relief 
projects  on  the  part  of  the  state  and  its  political  subdivisions,  and  by 
emergency  grants-in-aid  to  counties  for  general  assistance  purposes;  defining 
the  duties  of  certain  officers  in  relation  thereto;  making  an  appropriation, 
and  declaring  an  Emergency  whereby  the  act  shall  take  effect  April  1,  1939. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Washington: 


SECTION  1.    The  Federal  government  for  the  relief    of  unemployment  has  made 
and  will  continue  to  make  available  to  the  state  and  its  political  subdivisions 
funds  for  public  works  and  work  relief  projects.    The  political  subdivisions  of  th 
state  are  financially  unable  to  take  full  advantage  of  Federal  grants  for  such 
purposes.    Therefore,  in  order  to  insure  the  continuance  of  this  program  and  the 
benefits  accruing  therefrom,  it  is  necessary  that  the  state  assist  counties, 
municipalities  and  school  districts  in  the  sponsorship  of  Federal  public  works 
and  work  relief  projects  and  this  act  is  enacted  in  furtherance  of  that  purpose. 


SEC.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  assisting  counties,  school  districts,  cities  and 
towns  and  other  municipal  corporations  in  sponsoring  public  works  and  work  reliof 
projects,  and  for  emergency  grants-in-aid  to  counties  for  general  assistance  pur- 
poses, there  is  hereby  appropriated  from  the  general  fund  to  the  State  Social 
Security  Committee  for  the  biennium  ending  March  3I,  19^1,  the  sum  of  three  mil-*- 
Hon  dollars  ($5,000,000). 

SEC,         The  moneys  appropriated  by  tnis  act  shall  be  al~  cated.  from  time  x>o 
time  by  the  Social  Security  Committee  on  application  of  count:  3  and  other  spon- 
soring agencies  for  grants-in-aid.    The  committee  shall  have  full  discretion 
with  respect  to  the  allocation  of  such  funds.    It  shall  consider  each  application 
upon  its  merits  and  may  require  the  agency  applying  for  a  grant-in-aid  to  submit 
such  data  as  the  committee  may  deem  necessary  to  enable  it  to  make  a  proper  dis- 
tribution of  the  available  moneys,  taking  into  consideration  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  agency  applying  for  the  grant,  the  number  of  unemployed  persons  who 
will  be  benefited  thereby  and  such  other  factors  as  the  committee  may  deem  pertin- 
ent.   Grants-in-aid  allowed  by  the  committee  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  by 
warrant  of  the  State  Auditor  at  such  intervals  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  committee.    The  committee  shall  have  power  to  require  such  reports 
and  accounts  with  respect  to  funds  allocated  under  this  act  as  it  may  deem  requi- 
site to  the  efficient  administration  thereof.

SEC,  k.    This  act  is  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace, 
health  and  safety,  support  of  the  state  government  and  its  existing  public  insti- 
tutions and  shall  take  effect  April  1,  1959.
